James Boulton was a son 
of D'Arcy Boulton, who was the 
original owner of the "Grange" 
in Toronto, now known as the 
Toronto Art Gallery — 1 do not 
know what date the Grange was 
built but D'Arcy Boulton was 
appointed solicitor-general in 
1805 and so it was some years 
before that. 

Some people arc under the 
impression that the late Goldwln 
Smith was the original owner of 
the Grange — he married the 
widow of W. H. Boulton and so 
the property became his. This 
is getting away from Newmarket 
but I thought it might be of in- 
terest to any pupils who visit the 
Art Gallery to know something 
of Its origin and that James 
Boulton, son of D'Arcy Boulton, 
had married Susannah Beaman 
of Newmarket.

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Editor, The Era: Without any 
thought -of detracting from the 
article appearing in your paper 
last week entitled "History of 
Newmarket," I am writing this 
note to correct _some errors of 
history. 

Timothy Rogers did not come 
to Canada from Pennsylvania. 
He had never lived in that state 
at any time. He was born in the 
state of Connecticut in the town 
of Lime on the 22nd of tho 5th 
month, 175G. He was married 
on tho 7th of January, 1770, in 
his 19th year. He was not ex- 
pelled from the United States by 
George Washington, he having 
died in the year 1709. 

The main point that I wish to 
emphasize in this article is that 
the founder of the Quaker set- 
tlement on Yonge Street was not 
a political refugee. Nor was he 

forced to leave the U. S. He 
came here for a very different 
purpose. From his own bio- 
graphy we quote: "I feel as if I 
must go." His neighbor and kins- 
man. Wing Rogers, replied, "Thee 
has hay and harvest to attend to 
and it will be such a loss. Thou 
hodst best wait for me 'till fall." 
Timothy answered, "I cannot see 
my way clear to wait, but should 
bo glad of thy company." Tim- 
othy, in his biography continues: 
"I felt it a great trial in my mind 
as I walked and talked in the 
room, as he urged very hard to 
have me wait. I felt a heavy 
Impression of mind, and I told 
him that if he could go immed- 
iately, I would be glad, but I 
understand there arc places 
where there arc Friends meet- 
ings (Bay of Quinto in tho New 
York yeorly meeting and Pelham 
in the Philadelphia yearly meet- 
ing), and if I go now, it seems 
that I shall find a place between 
them to be helpful to get 
Friends in Upper Canada united. 
And as I spoke, I became zealous 
to show my intentions to do right, 
and it impressed my mind so 
strongly that I sold, 'It seems to 
me as if there will bo a lino run, 
and I can get land where people 
may settle on both sides, and n 
new country will soon be like on 
old plncc. 1 " The urge in him was 
so strong that he, accompanied 
by Rufus Rogers, n young kins- 
man, sot out on horseback from 
Fcrrlsburg, Vt., to travel to York 
in Upper Canada to inspect tho 
land on tho "line" ho had intui- 
tion "would be run" out from 
"York," tho capital of Upper 
Canada, which was Inter to boar 
the norno of Yonge Street. 

The story of missionary efforts 
of Timothy Rogers is an enthrall- 
Sng-wtd Inspiring one, worthy of 
being perpetuated In history. It 
should not bo published that ho 
came to Yonge Streot, because ho 
was forced out of tho United 
States for non-partlclpatlon In 
tho revolution. Ills own bio- 
graphy, written at Ids homo in , 

Pickering In Mil, shows there | 
was a high and definite purpose 
in the coming of Timothy Rogers 
to Yonge Street, Upper Canada, 
in 1800.

Question whether the town 
was responsible for the road be- 
side the Christian-Congregational 
church, leading to the property 
of Wm. Curtis, was brought be- 
fore the council again by Mr. 
Curtis on Monday evening. 

Mr. Curtis asked whether N. L. 
Mathews, K.C., clerk and solici- 
tor, had found out yet whether 
the lane was a public street. 

Brooks W. Howard died in 
1891, Mr. t Mathews said, and by 
his will he dedicated the road as 
a public road, from Main St. 
easterly to enable entrance to be 
gained to the rear end of the 
property of the Christian church. 
In 1889 he had conveyed land to 
Thomas Somcryille, reserving the 
lane and giving a right-of-way 
over it. In 1919 Thomas Somer- 
ville sold the property and right- 
of-way to Wm. J. Rcilly and 
Walter S. Bogart. 

"The question is whether the 
municipality accepted the road, 
by by-law or by exercising own- 
ership," said Mr. Mathews. "Im- 
provement by the town would be 
an act of ownership." 

"There was a load of cinders 
put there by the town a year 
ago," said Mr. Curtis. 

"That isn't an improvement," 
said Councillor Wm. Dixon, 
chairman of the roads committee. 

Mr. Mathews said that selling 
the right-of-way in 1910 didn't 
indicate that the parties to that 
transaction thought that the town 
had accepted the gift. 

"What would bo the harm oi 
the town taking over that road?" 
asked Dr. Dales. 

"None at all," said Mr. Dixon. 

"I am going to sell that other 
lot rs soon as I can," said Mr. 
Curtis. "Nobody will buy unless 
there is a road. The town might 
as well have some buildings 
there and get some revenue." 

"The town has to look ahead," 
said Councillor Arthur Evans. 

"I don't like to say too much 
because It is beside my property, 
but I think Mr. Curtis is right," 
said Dr. Dales. 

"I don't like to see sand thrown 
In the wheels of progress," said 
Mayor Dr. S. J. Boyd. "That's ft 
nice property in there. It would 
be a nice place to build. I think 
that Dr. Dales should have a good 
road there." 

"Pangs of remorse," remarked 
someone. 

"Thanks," said Dr. Doles 
laughing. "As long as you don't 
touch my assessment. I'm satis- 
fied." 

Councillor Fronk Robinson 
moved that tho town take tho 
road over. Councillors Higginson 
and Evans, and Dcputy-Rcevo 
Joseph Valo thought that tho 
town should wait until Improve- 
ments wore made. 

Tho matter was referred by tho 
committee of tho whole to the 
council, and then forgotten.

Light and power x should be 
administered by a commission in- 
stead of by a committee of coun- 
cil, according to an opinion ex- 
pressed by Reeve Dr. L. W. Dales 
at the town coimcil meeting 
Monday evening. 

An electric light by-law was 
before the council. 

"Water is carrying itself nicely 
and light is beginning to go into 
the red," said Mayor Dr. S. J. 
Boyd. 

Dr. Boyd spoke in favor of 
keeping a clause which would re- 
quire a separate bank account for 
water and light revenues. 

N. L. Mathews, K.C., clerk and 
solicitor, said that the separate 
bank accounts would cause diffi- 
culty and that water and light 
records could be kept separately 
without a separate bank account. 
He suggested that the clause be 
kept but not enforced for the 
present. 

"We have had *too many unen- 
forced by-laws," objected Dep- 
uty-Reeve Joseph Vale. 

Dr. Boyd, Reeve Dr. L. W. 
Dales and Councillors W. W. 
Osborne and Arthur Evans voted 
for the clause. Mr. Vale, Coun- 
cillors Frank Robinson, Wm. 
Dixon and A. V. Higginson voted 
against it. The clause was left 
out.

ARRANGEMENT ACT GOES 

After the end of this month, the Farmers' Cre- 
ditors' Arrangement Act may no longer be 
invoked in Ontario. Appeals made before the 
first of the year will be heard by the board, but 
one can well suppose that the board will tend to 
restrict the largesse of the past in dealing with its, 
final cases. Some people, including some who 
have suffered as a result of the act and some who 
might have benefitted by it had they chosen, have 
been sure that the act was wrong, wrong, wrong. 
Others, including some who' have benefitted by 
it and including some who have been penalized 
by the act, have felt that the legislation was 
absolutely necessary to prevent the ruin of a great 
many farmers and incidental damage to our entire 
economy. 

Theory Of It 

These are the two points of view, and who can 
say decisively that cither is wrong? The theory 
of the act was that many farmers had borrowed 
money at a time when its buying power was much 
lower than it was when they were required to 
repay it A farmer had borrowed, it was said, 
$1,500, or 1,000 bushels of wheat, and he was re- 
quired to repay 3,000 bushels.of wheat, or really 
4,500 of the kind of dollars he borrowed, and he 
was in effect required to pay interest on 4,500 of 
the borrowed kind of dollars. In the United 
States under the Hoover regime there was talk of 
"reflation" to deal with this situation. Roosevelt 
talked of a "commodity dollar/' whose purchasing 
power wouldn't vary. In devaluing the dollar 
(by paying $35 an ounce instead of $20 for gold) 



Roosevelt was trying to restore the prices of farm 
(as well as other) commodities. To what extent 
arc farm prices today comparable to farm prices 
in 1926? 

Are Farm Prices Restored? 

Taking Canada Year Book figures, we find that 
if the price of the following commodities were 
taken. as 100 in 1926, their price to the producer 
in 1937 was: wheat 02; oats 90; barley 98; rye 95; 
peas 96; beans 47; mixed grains 77; potatoes 44; 
turnips 55; hay and clover 62; and alfalfa 61. It 
is evident that suspension of the Farmers' Cre- 
ditors' Arrangement Act is not based on a com- 
plete return of farm prices to the 1926 level. It 
is probably based on a feeling that prices have 
reached a new, more or less permanent, although 
lower level, and that mortgagors have had suffi- 
cient opportunity to get their mortgages adjusted. 
and objections to the legislation as unprincipled 
and wrong. 

What Is Remedy? 

It is said that this legislation destroyed the 
credit of the farmer, and that no sensible person 
today would lend money on the security of a farm 
mortgage. It may be answered that the depression 
had already greatly damaged the credit of the 
farmer, and that the act prevented many from 
losing their farms. Nevertheless, objections to the 
legislation are very real. Anyone with money 
invested in any sort of property takes a chance on 
his property going down in value, and others 
besides farmers suffered from depreciation of 
property during the depression, although no Hass 
was so dependent on their property for their liv- 
ing as were farmers. It strikes us that there 
should be some fairer way of helping the farmers, 
but what method is there? There is little possi- 
bility of substantial tariff reduction and there is 
plenty of disapproval for the principle of bonus- 
ing, as illustrated by comments on the wheat 
bonus in western Canada. Some method of 
improving the purchasing power of the farming 
community is urgently needed in the interests of 
all groups and classes.
